A3 JUMP: 
PC'S PLEA 


Officer tried to talk down 
man depressed by cancer 


A retired widower battling multiple types 
of cancer jumped headfirst from a motor¬ 
way bridge so as not to be a burden on his 
family, an inquest has heard. 

Brian Self, 77, of Northview, Plough 
Road, Epsom, jumped from the Clayton 
Road bridge over the A3 northbound car¬ 
riageway at 9.34am on March 14. 

He was treated by paramedics after he 
fell but was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Minutes later a motorbike ridden by Dr 
Rajesh Parkesh, 43, from Ascot, smashed 
into an ambulance that had responded to 
the incident and was parked partly on the 
central reservation and partly on the road. 

Dr Parkesh also sustained fatal injuries 
and died at the scene. 

On Tuesday Woking Coroner’s Court 
heard several passersby and police tried to 
talk Mr Self down. But he told them he 
had terminal cancer, was in debt and did 
not want his family to see him suffering. 

He did not respond to the pleas of PC Ian 
Madelin, who arrived on the scene three 
minutes before Mr Self jumped. 

PC Madelin told the court: “This inci¬ 
dent was the worst one I have ever dealt 
with.” 

PC Sharon Taylor said she urged Mr Self 
not to jump in case he injured someone on 
the road. 

Mr Self replied saying that was why he 
was going to jump on to the hard shoulder. 

PC Madelin said: “He pulled his hands 
back to his face and behind his head and 
was falling headfirst to the ground.” 

Both police officers rushed to Mr Self 
and administered CPR for 15 minutes until 
paramedics arrived.

The court heard that Mr Self, who had 
been a delivery man and a chauffeur, was 
“very depressed”. He had prostate cancer 
diagnosed in 2006 and bladder and skin 
cancer in 2012. He had also been treated 
for foot cancer and had been fitted with a 
urinary catheter in January 2013. 

He suffered from insomnia despite tak¬ 
ing sleeping tablets, and was on several 
types of medication for his ill health. 

He lived with his two adult daughters 
after his wife Nancy died from breast can¬ 
cer in 2003. 

In a statement, Mr Self’s daughter Karen 
said he had been a “very active cyclist” 
and “very busy and sociable and involved 
in charity work” until a few years ago. 

She said her father had become very de¬ 
pressed because he had to go to the doctors 
repeatedly and could not do any of the 
things that made him happy. 

She said he seemed “a little odd” when 
he left the house on the morning of his 
death as he was “very awake, alert and dis¬ 
tressed”. Toxicology reports showed Mr 
Self had been drinking before his death 
but was not drunk. 

Coroner Michael Burgess said a note 
was found on Mr Self “giving details of 
him and expressing contrition of what he 
was about to do”. 

He concluded: “Mr Self intended to 
cause his death. He was suffering from a 
number of conditions which were ex¬ 
tremely distressing and which ultimately 
would have proved fatal.” 
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Oak fell in 
car park 

A “thunderous crashing” 
woke residents on Satur¬ 
day morning when a huge 
old oak tree fell to earth. 

Graham Legg said: “This 
massive oak tree fell down 
on to the entrance and car 
park of King George VI 
playing field in Poole Road, 
Epsom, at 4.30am. 

“Many local residents 
were awoken by the thun¬ 
derous crashing.” 

Another tree also ap¬ 
peared to have fallen down 
at the entrance of the near¬ 
by Harrier Centre in Poole 
Road that day.

Men charged 
with burglary 

Two men have been charged 
with burglary and one of 
them with possession of a 
firearm, after a failed bur¬ 
glary in Kingswood. 

On Thursday at 9.30pm two 
men forced entry into a prop¬ 
erty in St Monica’s Road, 
Kingswood, and stole two 
watches and an iPad. 

Police were called to the 
scene and two men were 
arrested a short time later. 

The watches have since been 
recovered. 

Richard Ryan, 29, of Marl¬ 
borough Road, Sutton, and 
Thomas Dawson, 31, of East- 
gate, Banstead, were charged 
on Friday with aggravated 
burglary. 

Mr Dawson has also been 
charged with having a 
firearm with intent to cause 
fear of violence. 

The men appeared at South 
East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court on Saturday and have 
been remanded in custody to 
appear at Guildford Crown 
Court on September 27. 


Review held up by lack of 
consultation with doctors 


Consultation with doctors in 
the Epsom area is the only 
thing now holding up 
progress on a controversial 
hospital healthcare review, 
which could see Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal lose its acute services. 

The Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review was 
halted in June “until after the 
summer”. At the time, BSBV 
said it had been asked to look 
again at the finances of all 
the clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) across the 
areas involved, but the deficit 
of Croydon CCG was one of 
the main concerns expressed 
by NHS England as it would 
remain in deficit even after 
the implementation of the 
proposals. 

However, at a meeting of 
Epsom and Ewell Council’s 
health liaison panel on Mon¬ 
day, Rory Hegarty, director of 
communications for review, 
gave a presentation on the 
consultation process for the 
proposals where it emerged 
NHS England had now 
approved both the clinical

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and financial models. 

Mr Hegarty said the “pro¬ 
gramme was moving towards 
consultation”, but a timeline 
of set dates could not be given 
because NHS England was 
still seeking assurance from 
Surrey Downs CCG it had 
conducted further engage¬ 
ment with 
its GPs. 

Mr Hegar¬ 
ty said: “At 
the moment 
we are still 
planning on 
going to con¬ 
sultation as this is the posi¬ 
tion of the NHS and CCGs. 

“We don’t have a date for the 
consultation. NHS England’s 
assessment programme is 
ongoing. It has approved the 
clinical model and the finan¬ 
cial model, but wants to know 
more about GP engagement.” 

Karen Parsons, chief 
operating officer at SDCCG, 
said: “NHS England wants

more assurance SDCCG has 
taken some further views 
from its GPs. 

“SDCCG is not prepared to 
rush engagement with our GP 
practices. It will most likely 
be [done by] the end of 

November.” 

All the relevant clinical 
commissioning groups plus 
NHS England then have to 
agree the plan should go 

to public 
consultation. 
With the 
Christmas 
period loom¬ 
ing, it now 
looks very 
unlikely the 
three-month BSBV consulta¬ 
tion could start before the 
new year. 

Mr Hegarty said the consul¬ 
tation process would be “in¬ 
clusive, wide-reaching and 
in-depth” and the aim would 
be to “flood the area with 
consultation documents”. 

He said door-to-door visits 
would not be made, but quali¬ 
tative and quantitative

methods would be used, in¬ 
cluding two large-scale events 
at Bourne Hall and King’s 
Church or Nescot, four health 
guides conducting 40 out¬ 
reach sessions, an online sur¬ 
vey, use of social media and 
text messaging, and 16 road 
shows across Epsom and 
Ewell, Mole Valley, Reigate 
and Banstead, and Elmbridge. 

Councillor George Crawford 
said he was “astounded” at 
the presentation and resi¬ 
dents would become apathetic 
because of “consultation 
overload”. 

Mole Valley Councillor 
Chris Townsend, represent¬ 
ing Ashtead Park, said: “What 
is going to happen if you get a 
stack of stuff which says ‘we 
don’t want any of the above’?” 

Mr Hegarty said it is an 
“open process” and the pro¬ 
posals could change during 
the consultation. 

He added: “We think no 
change would not work, but if 
people want to provide us 
with evidence that it would 
then they can.” 


Hospital trust’s finances on road to recovery 


Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals’ finances continue to im¬ 
prove with its deficit standing 
at £3m at the end of July. 

In a presentation to Epsom 
and Ewell Council’s health li¬ 
aison panel on Monday, 
Matthew Hopkins, chief exec¬ 
utive of Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals trust, said the year- 
to-date deficit figure at the 
end of July was £3m - just 
£200,000 behind its planned 
deficit of £2.8m. 

At the end of last financial 
year it had a deficit of £12. lm,

failed in October last year. 


Mr Hopkins also said 
Epsom Hospital’s cardiology 
and respiratory wards were 
being refurbished and would 
re-open in October, meaning 
there has been a “temporary 
reduction in bed 
capacity”.

Getting to hospital in time is always a 
worry for expectant mums, but last week 
one woman only made it as far as the 
hospital car park. 

Helen Pierce from Coulsdon gave birth 
to her first child Emily lying in the rain in 
the middle of Epsom Hospital car park. 

Mrs Pierce and her husband Nigel, both 
33, contacted the Epsom 
Guardian to thank the 
kind strangers and hospi¬ 
tal staff who rushed to 
their aid on Monday 
September 9. 

She said: “I was walking 
across the car park and 
thought, ‘I have to get on 
the floor right now and 
push.’ I don’t think it even 
registered I was in a car 
park. I just thought ‘I have 
to push’.” 

From her training as a London Ambu¬ 
lance Service paramedic Mrs Pierce, who 
was on all fours, at first tried to adopt a 
position to delay the baby coming out, but 
then turned on to her back. 

She said: “I thought, ‘it’s not working, 
the baby is coming’. Suddenly I was sit¬ 
ting there holding my baby.” 

It was drizzling when Emily was born at 
1.04pm, weighing 81b 4oz, and there was a 
moment before she started to cry. 
Suddenly people appeared to help. 

Keith Spring, 53, who was leaving the 
hospital with his sister, Lisa Salmon, 43, 
from Castlemaine Avenue, Ewell, took the 
shirt off his back to wrap the baby in, 
while she did the same with her cardigan. 

Mrs Salmon said: “She sat back and the 
little bundle of joy came out. It was like 
‘wow, I can’t believe it.’ It was surreal.” 

An ambulance technician clamped the 
umbilical cord for Mr Pierce to cut. 

Then an ambulance worker took Emily 
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into the hospital to be checked and a male 
porter fetched a trolley and took Mrs 
Pierce off to a delivery room accompanied 
by other hospital staff. 

Mrs Pierce said: “It was so 
lovely people stepped in to 
help. Then they all disap¬ 
peared as quickly as they 
appeared. If they had not 
come to help us, she would 
have got cold, I would have 
lost more blood and who 
knows what the outcome 
could have been? 

“We are so utterly grateful 
as it could have been a dif¬ 
ferent story if they had left

us alone or walked away.” 

Mrs Pierce, who was eight days overdue, 
said her waters broke at 2am and they 
went into the hospital for a check-up. 

Then she went home to sit in a birthing 
pool in their dining room. 

The couple updated the hospital on the 
contractions and set off from their home 
in Linden Avenue at about 12.30pm. 

Mr Pierce, a civil engineer working for 
Concrete Repair in Mitcham, said: “You 
obviusly expect you are going to get to 
hospital in time. It all happened unexpect¬ 
edly. I think you get to the point where the 
adrenalin kicks in, because you feel a bit 
helpless.” 

Mrs Salmon visited Mrs Pierce in the 
hospital on Tuesday evening to give her a 
card and a pink jacket for Emily. 

Mrs Pierce said: “They were the first 
people in the world to keep her warm and 
they gave her a jacket to keep her warm 
in the future.”

Strike plans 

Surrey County Council (SCC) 
has announced its contingen¬ 
cy plan for the county after the 
Fire Brigades Union con¬ 
firmed its firefighters will 
strike next Wednesday. 

The strike will last for four 
hours, between 12pm and 4pm, 
on September 25, and will be 
the first national firefighters’ 
strike in over a decade. 

It has been sparked by a dis¬ 
pute between the FBU and the 
Government over reforms to 
firefighters’ pensions. 

Specialist Group Interna¬ 
tional (SGI), based in Dorking, 
will work alongside frontline 
firefighters who choose not to 
strike and on-call firefighters 
at stations whose staff are not 
members of the FBU. The firm 
will provide crews who have 
completed the full 17-week 
firefighters’ training course. 

A SCC spokesman said al¬ 
though SGI and several Sur¬ 
rey firefighters will be 
“working around the clock” 
there will be fewer fire crews 
available than normal.

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Workers suspended 
after woman starved 


Two council workers have been 
suspended following a damning 
report into the death of a starved 
pensioner. 

A serious case review published 
on Monday found Gloria Foster, 
81, from Banstead, was left alone 
for nine days after her care agency 
was shut down by immigration po¬ 
lice on January 15. 

Sutton-based Carefirst 24 was 
contracted through Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council to look after Mrs Foster 
who depended on daily carer visits 
to supply her with food, water and 
medication. 

The Surrey Safeguarding Adults 
Board report found Mrs Foster’s 
name was on the client list seized 
by police during the raid, but she 
slipped through the net. 

It listed a series of failings that 
contributed to Mrs Foster’s death, 
including how the client list pro¬ 
vided prior to the raid was used, 
the absence of any record of a call 
being made to check on her wel¬ 
fare and the veracity of record 
keeping of key events. 

The latter relates to the senior 
operational lead for the Reigate 
and Banstead team who claimed 
she called Mrs Foster on January 
16, but forgot to record the call 
until January 25 - the day after 
Mrs Foster was found by a nurse 
severely dehydrated, without a no¬ 
ticeable pulse, in a bed sodden 
with urine and faeces.

The report said police have con¬ 
firmed she had no incoming calls 
from the social workers or any 
other agency. 

But it said the failures “were not 
intentional or deliberate” and de¬ 
cided that senior managers at Sur¬ 
rey County Council had not 
criminally breached their duty of 
care to Mrs Foster. 

Police have already decided 
there is no case for criminal pro¬ 
ceedings to be brought against 
anyone involved. 

The board also made a number 
of recommendations including 
setting up a regular forum where 
various agencies can meet to share 


information and safeguarding 
concerns and holding an exercise 
to test procedures if an agency 
closes. 

The report concluded: “A seri¬ 
ous mistake seems an inadequate 
description of what happened. But 
leaving aside all the ‘what ifs’, that 
is exactly what happened. 

“Certainly a number of profes¬ 
sional omissions were made by a 
social worker at the Reigate and 
Banstead office, ones which seem 
rooted in false assumptions and 
left unquestioned at supervisory 
level. 

“It is important that Surrey 
adult social care continues to 
work to ensure that there are no 
shortcomings that contribute to 
or make mistakes more likely to 
happen.” 

Surrey County Council’s strate¬ 
gic director for adult social care 
Sarah Mitchell immediately an¬ 
nounced that a social worker and a 
team leader had been suspended. 

She said: “We are very sorry for 
our failure to help Gloria Foster to 
get the support she needed. 

“While we have already made 
changes following this dreadful 
case, we’ll now act on these find¬ 
ings to do all we can to prevent 
anything like this happening 
again.”

Lib Dem leader Councillor 
Hazel Watson said: “The ulti¬ 
mate responsibility for this 
tragedy must go to the very 
top of Surrey County 
Council’s Conservative-run ad¬ 
ministration.” 


Friend: ‘questions remain’ 



A close friend is still haunted 
by unanswered questions de¬ 
spite a report into the death of 
an elderly widow left to starve 
for nine days. 

But Ann Penston, from Sut¬ 
ton, said she felt relieved that 
the serious case review had 
come out after Gloria Foster, 
81, slipped through the care 
net and died in February. 

Ms Penston, who shared her 
friend’s power of attorney, 
said: “I suppose today, after 
reading it, I feel relieved that 
something has come out of it. 

“Months have gone by while I 
have just been thinking ‘What 
could have happened?”’ 

“There are still lots of things 
that don’t quite stand up. It’s 
horrendous mismanagement.” 

“It’s very clear what went 
wrong - it was human error 
and Surrey County Council 
has admitted that now 
even if it took months 
and months to do it. 

“I don’t know what 
will happen now. 

“There will be an in¬ 
quest and maybe that 
will be an opportunity 


to ask some of these questions. 

“Surrey County Council has¬ 
n’t been in touch with me or 
the other person with power of 
attorney for Gloria through¬ 
out this. I’ve heard about a lot 
of things through the media.”

MP calls for more efforts over social care 


Banstead MP Crispin Blunt said: 
“Reading the serious case re¬ 
view into Gloria Foster’s death, I 
cannot imagine how traumatic 
and unpleasant those nine days 
were for her. 

“I remain desperately sorry for 
Mrs Foster, and the suffering 


she went through.” 

He added: “Broad but stark 
lessons can be learned around 
securing definite alternative 
care packages in rare circum¬ 
stances like these. 

“However, human error can¬ 
not always be accounted for, and 


it is clear that no one could, or 
would, willingly have allowed 
this to happen. 

“If any good is to come from 
the serious case review, it is that 
everyone, at every level, redou¬ 
bles their efforts in instances 
like these.”

Decision to challenge 
High Court 'a waste’ 


Campaigners have condemned as 
a “criminal waste of taxpayers’ 
money” a council’s plan to 
challenge a High Court judge’s 
decision to block the development 
of a hotel and golf course on 
greenbelt land. 

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) announced last week it 
will seek permission to appeal 
after the judge quashed planning 
permission it had granted to 
develop Cherkley Court, a historic 
estate near Leatherhead. 

Mr Justice Haddon-Cave an¬ 
nounced his ruling last month 
after Cherkley Campaign brought 
a judicial review to stop plans by 
Longshot Cherkley Court to devel¬ 
op the former home of press baron 
Lord Beaverbrook. 

He said that, given the exclusive 
nature of the development, it was 
clearly against the public interest 
to allow it to go ahead in the green- 
belt and denied permission to 
appeal. 

But council chief executive 
Yvonne Rees said: “After carefully 
reviewing the decision documents 
and having taken external legal 
advice, Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil considers that the judge’s deci¬ 
sion is flawed and will make an 
application to the Court of Appeal 
for permission to appeal. 

“Work on the site has been sus¬ 
pended while the appeal process is 
followed, which may take several 
months.” 

Andy Smith, Surrey branch di¬ 
rector for Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, said: “It is very dis¬ 
appointing that the council is mak¬ 
ing a grave error in pursuing this 
case and it is a criminal waste of 
taxpayers’ money.” 

Mr Smith highlighted the fact 
that councillors ignored their 
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planning officers’ initial advice not 
to grant planning permission and 
said: “It was a definitive judge¬ 
ment from Justice Haddon-Cave. I 
do not see where it is going.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Dave Howarth, who represents 
North Leatherhead, said the justi¬ 
fication given for seeking leave to 
appeal was that the council is 
upholding local democracy. 

Coun Howarth said: “I am flab¬ 
bergasted by this. It is a backdoor 
decision taken with no councillors. 
We have no idea how much it is 
going to cost and it is going to pro¬ 
long the case so much longer. 

“I feel really in the dark and I do 
not understand the rationale.” 

Box Hill and Headley councillor 
David Preedy, a Lib Dem cCouncil- 
lor who argued against the plan¬ 
ning application in the first place, 
said: “My initial reaction is disap¬ 
pointment. I hope they are not 
spend good taxpayers’ money after 
bad.” 


Longshot Cherkley Court has 
already made an separate applica¬ 
tion for leave to appeal and wel¬ 
comed the council’s decision to 
follow suit. 

Longshot has sought the advice 
of leading planning QC Christo¬ 
pher Katkowski, who said: “I am 
strongly of the view that the judge 
has reached a flawed decision 
here. I am confident that the Court 
of Appeal would overturn the 
decision.” 

Director Joel Cadbury, who is 
great-grandson of the chocolate 
company founder and son of the 
late tycoon Peter Cadbury, said: 
“We are determined to fulfil the 
commitments made in our original 
planning application, which in¬ 
cluded on-going public access, 190 
new jobs and the building of a 
world-class facility. 

“I believe that we have demon¬ 
strated, with the work carried out 
to date, that our commitment to 
quality and our promises on the 
environment will be fulfilled. 

“The majority of Mole Valley 
residents support us.”

Probation service 
fears spark petition 


Campaigners against Justice 
Secretary Chris Grayling’s 
plans to privatise 70 per cent of 
the probation service said resi¬ 
dents were “very concerned” 
after they took to the streets to 
raise awareness of what is 
proposed. 

The Surrey and Sussex 
branch of Napo, the profes¬ 
sional association for proba¬ 
tion staff, believes plans to 
hand contracts, currently held 
by public sector probation 
staff, to private security firms 
by October 2014, on a payment- 
by-results basis, could lead to 
an increase in crime. 

The group spent Saturday 
morning handing out leaflets 
and speaking to people about 
the potential changes in and 
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around Epsom high street. 

Catherine Neubert, vice- 
chairman of the branch, said: 
“Many had not realised what 
was going on and are very con¬ 
cerned. They had heard about 
the fiasco with G4S at the 
Olympics.” 

She slammed Mr Grayling’s 
plans as being ideologically 
driven and believes private 
companies would be reluctant 
to refer offenders back to the 
probation service if their level 
of risk increased to high, as 
they would be paid by results. 

But, speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian, Mr Grayling was 
adamant his proposals would 


reduce crime. 

He said the public sector 
would continue to manage 
high-risk offenders and, when 
asked whether the private and 
voluntary sectors are the most 
appropriate to deal with them, 
he said: “We have to look at 
how we can turn around the 
lives of those people. 

“It means taking a system 
that is quite bureaucratic and 
making it less so. It doesn’t 
mean wholesale reform and 
the sacking of lots of probation 
officers.”

Ticket test for 
grass verges

Parking attendants could soon 
issue tickets to cars parked on 
grass verges if Surrey County 
Council introduces its first no 
parking on verges zone. 

The council recently gained new 
powers to create the zones and 
plans to undertake a trial in an 
area of Ewell where residents have 
complained about the problem. 

County Councillor Eber Kington 
said he had suggested the area of 
Ewell Court Avenue through to 
Pams Way because there are only 
four ways into the estate that would 
need signs. 

In a letter to residents Coun King- 
ton said: “One of the most frequent 
concerns raised with me by resi¬ 
dents is damage to grass verges. 

“Most residents take a pride in 
how their front gardens and drives 
look and get frustrated when the 
verges outside their home are dam¬ 
aged by inconsiderate parking or 
delivery vans and lorries.” 

He said parking on footways and 
verges in London is an offence, but 
Surrey County Council only re¬ 
cently acquired powers to enforce 
no parking zones for verges. 

He said: “As a result, Surrey 
Highways has been left with a 
situation whereby verges have to

be repaired, often on a regular 
basis, or posts installed - all at the 
council taxpayers’ expense. 

“If a no verge parking zone is in¬ 
troduced, it will be monitored by 
parking attendants who are able to 
issue a fixed penalty notice.” 

Residents in the proposed zone 
will be asked for their view in a 
forthcoming public consultation. 

The council wants to trial the ban 
after the Department of Transport 
recently authorised signs that 
allow local authorities to imple¬ 
ment a ban on verge parking. 

The area in Ewell Court was cho¬ 
sen because verges have been dam¬ 
aged and it only has four entry 
points that require signs.

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Man slates hospital 
over missing bling 


A patient has accused St Helier 
Hospital staff of stealing his bling 
after jewellery worth more than 
£1,000 went missing during 
treatment. 

Shaun Bullen went to the hospi¬ 
tal for treatment on his dislocated 
shoulder last week. 

In order to carry out an x-ray 
staff asked him to remove his 
£1,000 earrings and £450 nose ring 
but, after his treatment, the jew¬ 
ellery had disappeared. 

Epsom-based Mr Bullen, 43, is 
looking for answers and has even 
contacted police as he hunts for his 
missing items. 

He said: “They didn’t bag up my 
jewellery and now it’s been stolen. 
I’ve lost a nose stud and a pair of 
earrings worth £1,000. 

“They were supposed to store it 
securely but, somehow, it disap¬ 
peared and no one seems to know 
where it is. 

“I’m absolutely hopping mad. I 
was supposed to be in there getting 
better, but instead I spent all my 
time trying to find out where my 
jewellery was - and I still haven’t 
got anywhere. 

“They just say they don’t know 
where it is and there’s not a lot 
they can do. I think it’s a disgrace 
and I’m at the end of my tether.” 

Mr Bullen, who has an array of 
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piercings and works for Epsom 
and Ewell Council, has also ques¬ 
tioned why he was made to remove 
his earrings and nose ring but not 
his nipple ring or genital piercing, 
and said he ended up being “frog¬ 
marched” out of the hospital as he 
tried to search for the missing 
items. 

A spokeswoman for St Helier 
Hospital said: “We do all that we 
can to keep patients’ property safe 
and are currently investigating the 
claims made by Mr Bullen. 

“Where possible, we ask patients 
and their loved ones not to bring 
valuables or large amounts of 
money into our hospitals, and 
would encourage relatives and 
next of kin to take such items 
home if a patient has been admit¬ 
ted with them in their possession. 

“However, we have an obligation 
to provide safe keeping for money, 
valuables and other personal prop¬ 
erty belonging to patients who 
cannot be held responsible, such 
as the unconscious. In these cir¬ 
cumstances, we follow procedures 
to ensure their safe keeping.” 

Police are leaving the hospital to 
investigate before they take any 
further action.

Epsom town’s first Conservative 
county councillor in recent years 
has said she is committed to serv¬ 
ing its residents in any way she 
can, despite her belief that the Res¬ 
idents’ Association is using “dirty 
politics” against her. 

Tina Mountain, of the Ridge, in 
Epsom, was elected to represent 
Epsom Town and Downs on Sur¬ 
rey County Council (SCC) in May, 
beating Residents’ Association 
borough Councillor Neil Dallen 
and making her the first Conser¬ 
vative to win the seat for nearly 20 
years. 

The mum-of-two said the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association “are not quite 
so happy working with me” - a re¬ 
lationship she is keen to foster be¬ 
cause she sees herself not “simply 
as a county councillor”. 

She said: “I don’t believe in dirty 
politics and I’ve had a lot of dirty 
politics thrown at me. I don’t like 
the way my opposition has treated 
me. But I won’t stoop to that level.” 

The daughter of Conservatives, 
whose first job was as a cleaner 
aged 15, dropped out of university 
after two years because she could 
not make ends meet. 

The 62-year-old said: “I’ve never 
believed in a dependency culture.

Give people the ability to earn 
their money rather than give them 
a handout.” 

She eventally graduated from 
Kingston University aged 53 and 
trained as a special needs teacher - 
something she still does voluntari¬ 
ly at an Epsom primary school. 

She said that teaching, along 
with the charity work she conduct¬ 
ed with her husband, inspired her 
to pursue politics after his death. 

Mrs Mountain stood unsuccess¬ 
fully for election to SCC eight 
years ago and twice tried to get on 
to Epsom and Ewell Council. 

She was finally elected this year, 


winning 39 per cent of the vote. 

Mrs Mountain acknowledged 
that the issues she stood for - get¬ 
ting Epsom station into zone 6, 
Epsom Hospital and “saving” 
Epsom from any further develop¬ 
ment - are not county issues, but 
insisted “they were the right ones 
to stand for”. 

She said: “Epsom is going down¬ 
hill and I blame the local council. 

“I consider my role as serving 
the people of Epsom Town and 
Downs in any way I can.” 

Mrs Mountain is on SCC’s health 
scrutiny committee and said she is 
“putting as much pressure on 
them as I can to save Epsom 
Hospital”. 

She said SCC does not use the 
money invested in education for 
children with learning difficulties 
in the right way and that Epsom is 
“desperately in need of another 
school”. 

The councillor is passionate 
about parking and the effects of 
Epsom’s new residents’ parking 
zone and wants to introduce a one¬ 
way system and pedestrianised 
area through Epsom town centre. 

She added: “It’s hard work as 
you’re having to work with deci¬ 
sions which were taken before you 
were elected. It’s frustrating. But I 
hope by next year I can start estab¬ 
lishing myself.”

Search for asbestos 
link to cancer death 


The family of a great-grandfa¬ 
ther who died from an asbestos- 
related cancer are calling for his 
co-workers to help get justice for 
him. 

Peter Bullen, from Nimbus 
Road, Epsom, died aged 72 earli¬ 
er this year from mesothelioma 
- a cancer caused by exposure to 
asbestos. 

He is believed to have been ex¬ 
posed to the carcinogenic materi¬ 
al during years working for a 
North Cheam gas fitting compa¬ 
ny and a firm of lawyers is trying 
to find out more in order to get 
answers for his family. 

His widow, Valerie, said they 
could not figure out when he had 
been exposed to asbestos after 
they heard about Mr Bullen’s di¬ 
agnosis. It was only during a 
chance conversation with one of 
his old colleagues they realised 
he could have come into contact 
with it while working as a gas 
conversion fitter for now-defunct 
North Cheam-based Cameron 
Mechanical Services in the 1970s. 

Now his family and his lawyers, 
Boyes Turner, are trying to get 
more information on how he was 
exposed to the asbestos. 

Mrs Bullen, 70, said: “I was 
talking about it on the phone to 
one of his ex-colleagues’ wives 
and in the background I heard

her husband say ‘Remind him 
that we had to cut asbestos for 
the plinths’. 

“It was a long time ago, but ap¬ 
parently they used to cut plinths 
out of asbestos while they were 
doing gas conversions. Peter had 
forgotten until then. We think 
that might be how he came into 
contact with it.” 

Now Mrs Bullen and the family’s 
solicitors want anyone else who 
used to work with Mr Bullen to 
come forward and shed more light 
on how Mr Bullen was exposed. 

Mr Bullen’s first love was hors¬ 
es and he worked in stables until 
he took work with Cameron Me¬ 
chanical Services from 1970 to 
1977. He had two children, six 
grandchildren and three great 
grandchildren. 

If you worked at Cameron Me¬ 
chanical Services Limited be¬ 
tween 1970 and 1977 and you 
remember Mr Bullen or recall 
anything about asbestos being 
present, you can call Michael Os¬ 
borne on 0208 332 8636 or Nicky 
Howe on 0208 332 8674 at Boyes 
Turner.

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A day in the life of a vet 


From easing the pain of a broken 
toe to neutering cats - it’s all in a 
day’s work for vet Michael Morrice 


7.30am 

In the car, coffee on board. The 
school holidays must be over as the 
traffic is chaotic... 

8am 

Work starts. I’m on the surgery 
shift today which I love. 

First job 

Admit our patients who need 
surgery today. All are checked with 
the vet on the morning of their 
procedure. It usually takes about 
an hour to complete but this morn¬ 
ing we’re busy so I admit patients 
until 9.30am. 

9.30am 

Time to start my surgeries. We al¬ 
ways have some common proce¬ 
dures as well as more advanced 
and complicated procedures to 
carry out. If there are no urgent 
cases, I start with any neuters we 


have (spays and castrates). 

My first patient is nervous. He’s a 
six month old cat in for castration 
and he knows something is up! (No 
breakfast and an early trip to the 
vets is never something to be taken 
lightly)! 

He has a wild look in his eye as I 
open his box and quickly tries to 
climb me like a tree. I catch him 
and spend time settling him before 
giving him his pre-anaesthetic 
medication - this will calm him 
and make the whole experience 
much more pleasant. 

11.30am 

After his pre-anaesthetic medica¬ 
tion, he relaxed and the rest of his 
anaesthetic and operation goes 
smoothly for us both. My next op¬ 
erations, a dog castration and bitch 
spay, also go well. After the ops and 


while they are settled back into 
their beds by the nurses, it’s time 
for a quick cup of tea. 

11.40am 

Next is a young English Bulldog 
who needs surgery on his eye. He 
has a condition called ‘cherry eye’ 
where the tear gland of his eye has 
moved and is protruding from his 
eye like a lump. He is full of life 
and extremely wriggly this morn¬ 
ing but with cuddles from the nurs¬ 
es is very co-operative. 

The surgery goes well, placing 
his tear gland back in the correct 
position. He’ll be fine to go home 
tonight but has to wear a ‘cone of 
shame’ collar for up to two weeks 
to stop him rubbing his eye - some¬ 
thing he’s not happy about! 
lpm 

The next patient is limping and our

X-rays show he has a broken toe. 
Ouch! Lots of pain relief needed 
here. However, it should heal well 
without surgery. 

2pm 

Having completed the surgeries, 
another patient arrives. She has a 
problem with her bottom - we are 
worried she has a grass seed 
buried under the skin causing pain 
and swelling. Under anaesthetic I 
explored the swelling surgically. 
Luckily there was no grass seed 
but she does have an abscess which 
I flush out. With antibiotics and 
pain relief she should feel better 
soon. 

3pm 

One of the patients who has been 
in hospital for a few days needs an 
ultrasound scan and she is my 
next patient. 

She is very good and lets us clip 
her coat (to get a good picture) and 
scan her and, thankfully, there are 
no problems found. I update the vet 
who has been looking after her this 
week. 

4.30pm 

And I’m off. Today’s my short day. 
However, the trouble really begins 
now as I’m headed home to two 
boys under four who need dinner 
and a bath before getting to bed for 
7pm!

How we mended 
Simba’s broken leg 

We recently treated a very cute four 
month old kitten called Simba. He 
is the most gorgeous ginger kitten 
who, at just 14 weeks old, has been 
incredibly stoic despite his young 
age. 

Simba came in to see us as he had 
become lame on his left back leg. In 
a very typically male way he was 
doing his best to pretend that there 
was nothing wrong. 

Despite this, on examination it 
was clear that the leg was very ab¬ 
normal. X-rays confirmed our suspi¬ 
cions - the femur (thigh bone) was 
broken. In fact, the femur was so 
badly broken that the bone was 
severely overlapping. This very 
painful fracture would need surgery 
to fix it. 

Simba had his operation on Au¬ 
gust 29. The aim of the surgery was 
to realign the broken bone into a 
normal position and then to sta¬ 
bilise it. This would allow it to heal. 
The surgery involved placing a tita¬ 
nium bar inside the broken bone 
and then attaching a separate exter¬ 
nal fixator on the outside of 
Simba’s leg to hold the leg in the 
correct place. An external fixator 
looks like metal scaffolding at¬ 
tached to the bone. You can see it 
clearly on Simba’s x-ray picture. 

The surgery was a complete suc¬ 
cess and as soon as Simba recovered 
from the anaesthetic he started to 
use the leg that very day! He is now 
at home and is recovering very well. 
He will need more X-rays in a few 
weeks to make sure the bone has 
completely healed before we remove 
the external metal frame. Happily, 
we expect him to make a full recov¬ 
ery.

You recently published a news 
article (Ward closures could 
lead to “unsafe” journey 
times, September 5) suggest¬ 
ing that “women and children 
could die” as a result of pro¬ 
posed changes to maternity 
services at Epsom Hospital re¬ 
lated to the Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review of 
healthcare provision across 
South West London and the 
Surrey Downs area. 

BSBV was instigated by 
GPs, hospital doctors, mid¬ 
wives and other clinicians 
across this area who were not 
happy with current quality of 
services and wanted to take 
the lead on redesigning safe 
high quality services that will 
be fit for the 21st century. 

A key aim for maternity ser¬ 
vices is to provide 24- 
hour-a-day, seven-day-a-week 
consultant presence on acute 
labour wards, given the 


strong association between 
better outcomes for women 
and their babies and the pres¬ 
ence of a senior experienced 
doctor. 

BSBV is committed to pro¬ 
moting midwife-led care, 
wherever possible, and to in¬ 
creasing the number of 
women who are able to deliver 
their babies at home or in 
midwifery units. 

In your article, you have 
quoted a campaigner who 
claims that Mr Hassan Sheha- 
ta had said that “once a 
labour starts to go wrong” 
women should be seen by an 
obstetrician “within eight 
minutes”. It is not clear where 
this assertion has come from 
but, taken out of context, it 
has no basis and only serves 
to scare people unnecessarily. 

Mr Shehata is a very well- 
respected obstetrician and gy¬ 
naecologist and is the clinical 


director for women’s services 
at Epsom Hospital. 

He has also served on advi¬ 
sory panels of the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Obstetricians and 
Gynaecologists and has been 
a valued member of the BSBV 
clinical working group for 
Maternity and Newborn. 

We think it is very unlikely 
that he would want anyone to 
infer that there is some kind 
of eight-minute cut-off point 
for saving lives of mothers 
and babies. 

When doctors and midwives 
say there may be only a mat¬ 
ter of minutes to intervene at 
a critical point in labour, it 
does not and cannot apply to 
women who are still at home. 

There are very few women 
in this country who live with¬ 
in eight minutes of an obstet- 
ric-led maternity unit, and we 
cannot believe the campaign¬ 
ers that you interviewed for 


your article would suggest 
that anything else is unsafe. 

In true emergencies, there 
are no target transfer times, 
but the key issues are stabili¬ 
sation, no delays in decision 
making and excellent care on 
arrival in the obstetric-led 
unit. 

Full details of our proposals 
are published on the BSBV 
website bsbv.swlondon.nhs. 
uk. 

Our analysis shows that all 
women will be able to reach 
their nearest major acute hos¬ 
pital within 30 minutes by 
blue light ambulance, should 
this be necessary.

Market is shaping up to 
be best in seven years 


Speculation mounts of another boom 


Britain’s resurgent property 
sector is enjoying its best 
market conditions for six 
years as the housing revival 
gathers pace, according to a 
new report. 

Property analyst Hometrack 
said a further 0.4 per cent hike 
in house prices between July 
and August, together with 
marked improvements across 
all key indicators, means the 
sector is now in its best shape 
since before the financial 
crisis took hold. 

The market shrugged off the 
traditional August downturn 
as house prices grew at an 
annual pace of 1.8 per cent, 
marking their biggest year- 
on-year rise for more than 
three years.

The figures come amid 
speculation that the UK may 
be heading for another 
property boom. 

Nationwide building society 
recently reported a 3.5 per 
cent year-on-year hike in 
prices in August, while Bank 
of England data showed 
mortgage approvals for house 
purchases hit their highest 
level since the financial crisis 
took hold. 

The National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) August 
Housing Market Report 
showed the average number 
of first-time buyers 
increasing from 22 per cent in 
July to 26 per cent in August, 
suggesting the impact of 
looser lending restrictions 
and the uptake of the new 
Help to Buy scheme are 
beginning to be felt. 


NAEA members also reported 
an increase of nearly a third 
(28.8 per cent) in the average 
number of house hunters per 
branch, up from 250 in July to 
322 in August. Members also 
reported a slight increase in 
the average sales agreed per 
branch in August (nine) 
compared with July (eight). 

While sales and house 
hunters are up, however, 
supply levels saw a slight 
decrease over the course of 
the month, meaning that 
buyers face rising 
competition for the best 
homes. 

The number of available 
properties per branch 
decreased from 53 in July to 52 
in August, suggesting 
properties are being snapped 
up by eager buyers looking to 
take advantage of continuing 
low rates. 

And it’s the 40-something 
movers who are leading the 


way - 40 per cent of home 
buyers last month were aged 
between 41 and 55 years old, 
followed closely by 31 to 40 
year olds at 36 per cent. 

Buying a house as a couple 
was the most popular method 
seen by member agents with 
nearly eight out of ten 
properties being sold to 
couples. Only one in ten (12 
per cent) were sold to 
individuals. 

Jan Hytch, president of the 
NAEA, said: “The significant 
increase in the number of 
house hunters, particularly in 
what’s often a quiet time in 
the market, is also a very 
positive sign that confidence 
is returning. 

“The variety and 
accessibility of schemes now 
on offer to help buyers onto 
the housing market can also 
be thanked for generating 
house-buying interest in 
2013.”

Do you have a budget? 

Have a discussion with your 
mortgage broker about how 
much you should borrow.

(c) prohibit all vehicles from entering or proceeding in that length of the eastbound carriageway of the dual 
carriageway section of Station Approach (Cl 95), Epsom which extends from its junction with the circulatory 
carriageway section of Station Approach (Cl 95), Epsom with the single carriageway section of that road 
eastwards to the western kerb-line of Waterloo Road (Cl 95); and 

(d) reverse the existing one-way system for vehicular traffic in the entire length of the single carriageway section of 
Station Approach, Epsom imposed by The Epsom and Ewell Borough Council (Station Approach, Epsom) (One- 
Way Traffic) Order 1980 so that it will apply in a south-westerly and then southerly direction (i.e., towards its 
junction with West Street); 

Phase 4 - 


(e) prohibit the - 

(i) left-hand turn by vehicular traffic proceeding in a north-easterly direction on High Street (A24) into Waterloo Road 
(Cl 95), except for access to premises situated in that length of Waterloo Road (Cl 95) lying between its junction 
with High Street, Epsom and the northern property boundary line of No. 30 Waterloo Road; 

(ii) left-hand turn by vehicular traffic proceeding in a north-easterly direction on the unnamed access road leading to 
and from the service area situated to the rear of Nos. 1, 1 A, 3, 5, 7 and 9 Waterloo Road and Nos. 66, 68, 70, 72, 
74 and 76 High Street into Waterloo Road (Cl 95); 

(iii) left-hand turn by vehicular traffic proceeding in a north-easterly direction on Station Approach (Cl 95) into 
Waterloo Road (Cl 95); 

(iv) right-hand turn by vehicular traffic proceeding in a westerly direction on the unnamed access road situated 
immediately to the south of “Nandos” and leading to and from The Derby Square into Waterloo Road (Cl 95); 

(v) right-hand turn by vehicular traffic proceeding in a westerly direction on the unnamed access road leading to and 
from the Ebbisham Centre car park into Waterloo Road (Cl 95);

Access for pedestrians, equestrians, works vehicles and emergency vehicles will be maintained at all times from the 
temporary prohibitions referred to in paragraphs (a), (b), (c) and (d) above, as will vehicular access to any premises 
affected by the temporary prohibitions referred to in those sub-paragraphs. No vehicular access to premises is 
affected by the temporary prohibitions referred to in sub-paragraph (e) above.
